East of the rail- 
road the damage was light, but in the 


western portion of the town the des- 
truction was awfnl in its character. 
One peach orchard struck was lined 
with a large number of houses in which 
the operatives of the Mississippi Mills 
were domiciled. Here the greatest 
destruction occurred. The groans of 
the wounded beneath the ruins were ap- 
palling. The dwellings were torn to 
atoms. A pine forest just beyond was 
blown out of existence. The work 
of removing the dead and extricating 
the wounded from the ruins then be- 
gan. Calvin Reed, living in the vicin- 
ity, died from the excitement. The 
estimated number killed is twelve. Two 
or three children are missing. Twenty 
houses were blown down. The 
number of people with broken 
limbs is estimated by physicians at sev- 
enty-five. The wounded were removed 
as fast as possible to houses which 
escaped injury. Several of the dead 
lay out in a violent rain for more than an 
hour after the storm. The dead are 
now all laid out, and coffins are being 
made forthem. Citizens are using all 
their power for the wounded. Many, it 
is*feared, will die. A special train, with 
physicians from McComb City and 
Brooklyn, has arrived. Another special 
will be here soon with additional help 
from Magnolia and Summit. Some of 
these physicians go to Beauregard, 
where the destruction of life and proyp- 
erty is said to be simply indescribable. 
Among the killed in Wesson are Mrs. 
Causeley and her children, and several 
children of J. E. Gibson, one of whom 
was found crushed under a chimney. 
Two persons were so mangled as to be 
unrecognizable, and there were several 
Others whose names could not be ob- 
tained. A little boy was found in the 
woods, several hundred yards away, un- 
hurt. Wessen, except in the locality 
mentioned, suffers little except in the 
destruction of fences and trees. The 
scene is appalling in Beauregard. The 
town is literally a mass of ruins. It is 
with difficulty one can ride through, so 
thickly are trees strewn across the roads. 
Not a trace of a building of any charac- 
ter is standing ‘n the place. Timbers 
are scatiered for miles around; even out 
in the country, two and a-half miles 
from the city, dwellings are swept. 
ANOTHER TOWN, RAKED. | 

New Orveans, April 23.—The Times- 
Democrat’s West Point special says: A 
terrific gale from the northwest struck 
the town yesterday afternoon, accom- 
panied by torrents of rain and the largest 
hail ever seen. The court-house, cot- 
ton exchange and numerous other build- 
ings were unroofed and materially dam- 
aged. No lives lost. 


APPALLING DETAILS—SCORES OF PEOPLE 
KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


Jackson, Miss., April 23.—Reports 


of the destruction by the cyclone are 
coming in. At Wesson 13 persons 
were killed and 60 wounded. At Beau- 
regard 23 were killed and 90 wounded. 
Twenty-seven houses in Wesson were 
destroyed. Beauregard was entirely 
swept away. The suffering is very 
great. Assistance is needed. On the 
L. E. and C. Railway the town of 
Freeman was destroyed and several 
persons killed and wounded. On the 
V. and M. Railroad the town of Law- 
rence suffered terribly. Reports from 
other places and from the country show 
that the storm was widespread and de- 
structive. The telegraph lines were 
blown down for miles. 


TERRIBLE STORM IN CHATTANOOGA. 
CuatranooGa, April 22.—A terrible 


storm swept over the city to-day. Con- 
siderable damage was done. 


DAMAGE BY THE TENNESSEE STORM, 


Cuatranooaa, Tenn., April 23.—Fully 
ten thousand dollars damage was done 
the city by the storm last night. Re- 
ports from the surrounding country 
show the storm was very destructive. 
The wires are down and particulars are 
meagre. | 
A BLIZZARD'S WORK. 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, April 22.—One 
of the severest snow storms of the sea- 
son struck Wyoming and Nebraska Sat- 
urday. It prostrated the telegraph 
wires in all directions and blockaded 
the railway cuts. The blockade of snow 
near Sherman station, the highest point 
onthe Union Pacific road, stopped the 
east and west-bound passenger trains at 
Cheyenne and Laramie City respective- 
ly. Thetrains will move to-morrow. 
The storm was a blizzard,and fora 
time extended over most of Wyoming 
and Nebraska. The cattle losses are 
nominal, because the snow passed away 
rapidly with the wind. 
LAKE MICHIGAN ON A ‘‘HIGH.”’ 

Curcaco, April 22.—A stiff wind from 

the northeast has been blowing most of 


the time during the past 24hours. Lake 
Michigan is very rough. Vessels are 
coming in more or less damaged.

| AMBUSHED. 


Fight Between Mexican Mer- 
chants and Apaches. 


Two of the Mexicans Killed, Two Wounded, 
and Their Pack Train Captured and 
Rifled—The Tombstone Rangers. 


Tomssrong, April 23.—Lieut. An- 
tonio Hojas, of the Sonora militia, ar- 
rived to-day, and reports the following 
details of another Apache killing in that 
State: A pa of merchants with a 
pack train, en route from Bapispe to 


Hermosillo, to purchase goods, were 
ambushed, about thirty miles out, in a 
narrow canon, bya band of savages. 
At the first fireone of the party was 
killed and another wounded. Abandon- 
ing the animals, the balance of the 
party sought the cover of rocks, and a 
fight ensued, lasting several hours, dur- 
ing which another Mexican was killed 
and his companion wounded. Night 
coming on, the remainder escaped. 

The Apaches secured all the animals 
and rifled the packs, one of which con- 
tained $4800 in Mexican silver. mnt 
The bodies of the murdered men 
were left on the ground of the fight. 

A telegram from Fort Thomas to-day 
announces the presence of the Tomb- 
stone Rangers at that place. 

A high wind struck Russelville on 
Sunday last at 2 p. m., blowing down 
the house of M. H. Smith, Calloway’s 
building, Peabody Manufacturing 
Company’s building, and all the out- 
buildings in the town. 


BAD INDIANS, 


A Cavalry Skirmish with British 
Crees on the Line. 
M. T., April 22.—Informa- 
tion having reached Fort Assiniboine 
that stock had been stolen by a party of 
British Crees from the vicinity of Telon, 
about twenty-eight miles from Benton, 
the Second Cavalry, under command of 
Captain Norwood, was ordered to pro-- 
ceed to the boundary line and attempt 
to intercept the raiders. The troops left 
the same day—-Thursday, the 19th inst. 
The sergeant of a troop, with Indian 
scouts, in advance of the main column 
came across a party of Crees in posses- 
sion of the stolen stock. The Crees de- 
ployed and opened fire upon the party. 
The leader of the Crees, in attempting 
to crawl where the sergeant had taken 
position with his scouts, was killed by the 
sergeant. Captain Norwood, hearing 
the firing, hurried to. the scene of the | 
fight, and, deploying his force, com- - 
menced to dislodge the Indians. One 
more Cree was killed. The Indians fled _ 
and escaped across the line. The stolen 
stock stampeded during the fight, 
were not recovered.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Important Special Meeting Last 
Night—The Board Reaching Out. 


The Board-of Trade met last night to 
adopt the amendment to the by-laws, 
making the admission fee to that organi- 
zation $50, instead of $10, as heretofore: 
and the transaction of some other im- 
portant businéss. 

There were about fifty persons present. 
The amendment to the by-laws was unan- 
imously adopted. 

The following resolution was then sub- 
mitted: 

WueEreas, Freight rates on grain from 
points in Kansas and Colorado to Arizona 
and New Mexico are comparatively very 
much lower than‘those from LosAngeles to 
similar points,as evidenced in the fact that 
$1.15 per hundredweight only is charged 
from Kansas City and pointa in Kansas 
and Colorado to Benson, Arizona, while 
the rate from Los Angeles to the same 
point is $i per hundredweight, the dis- 
tance being 1300 miles in the former case 
and 560 in the latter, the comparative 
difference being two and a-h times 
against Los Angeles; and 

WHEREAS, Grain is from 25 to 30 
cent. lower in those States than in 
Angeles; it is evident that the traffic will 
not bear present rates; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the Los Aageles Board 
of Trade and Produce Exchange respect- 
fully request the immediate consideration 
by the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany of these facts, and that the rates be 
reduced sufficiently to enable us to com- 
pete for the Arizonaand New Mexico 
trade. 
On motion, the President was requested 
to appoint a committee of five on Rail- 
roads and Transportation, to whom the- 
resolution was referred. 

A communication was received from T. 
S. Collins stating that he had received 
instructions from the Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army at Washington, D. C., re- 
questing the appointment of a Meteor- 
ological Committee by the Board of Trade, 
for the purpose of cosoperating with that 
officer in procuring daily meteorological 
reports, from October to May, from Port- 
land, Olympia, Cape Mendocino, Red 
Bluff, Sacramento, Salt Lake, San Fran- 
cisco and Visalia, as nearly all, if not 
quite all the rainstorms of the coast which 
reach this section have their origin in the 
North Pacific Coast region. 

A committee of three was appointed, 
consisting of Germain, Mathews and John 
B. Niles. 

Mr. Geo. Rice, of the Rural Californian, 
offered to furnish the Board of Trade 
with the number of copies of this month’s 
issue required for general distribution, 
embodying all the information intended 
to be furnished in the proposed Board of 
Trade pamphlet.

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COAST RAILROAD TALE. 


— 


The Santa Barbara Press notices, 
among-the conveyances of real estate 
recorded in Los Angeles on the 13th 
inst., the transfer of the ranchos o£ 
Simi and part of Las Posas, in the 
Santa Clara Valley, by Barker Gum- 
mere and wife to Andrew Gray, con- 

taining 96,608 acres. The Press then 
goes on to speculate upon the transfer 
in the following hopeful way: 


Mr. Gray is the President of the com- 
pany which has recently been incorpor- 
uted for the construction of a railroad 
from the landing at Hueneme, in Ventu- 
ra county, to Los Angeles. It looks as 
though these two valuable ranchos were 
to be gut into the new railroad enter- 
prise. They would certainly form a sub- 
stantial basis for the issue of railroad 
bonds with which to construct this new 
road. The route is nearly a dead level 
all the way from Hueneme to the foot 
of the cuesta of Santa Susana, a dis- 
tance of about fifty miles, and a short 
tunnel through this cuesta will strike 
the San Fernando plain, through which 
the Southern Pacific road now runs, 
Who knows whether this is not to be a 
part of the narrow-gauge railroad down 
the coast which has aJready reached the 
town of Los Alamos, in the Santa Ynez 
valley? If nota part of it, may it not 
run in continuation of it, leaving only 
two gaps to be filled, viz.: from San Luis 
Obispo to Santa Cruz, and from Los Al- 
amos to Hueneme, to make a through 
route from San Francisco to Los An- 
geles? 

Referring to the above, the Ventura 
Free Press calls attention to the fact 


that the conveyance of the above prop- 


, erties, for the consideration of $150,- 


000, was made in July, 1881, and re- 
corded in that county. The presump- 
tion is that, though bought by a rail- 
‘road man, these ranchos are not to be 
used asa basis for the issue ot railroad 
stock—a method which would be un- 
usual and inadequate for such a 
purpose. It 1s more probable that 
they were bought in anticipation of 
the ultimate construction of a rail- 
road over the route projected; and 
if this probability be a fect; it con- 
stitutes another 2tiong reason for the 
belicf that the projectors ‘‘mean busi- 
ness.” 


The San Luis) Obispo Tribune 
notes the arrival there, by way of 
Santa Barbara, of a party of gentle- 
men connected with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, one of whom, Mr. W. J. 
Latta, has- examined the proposed 
routes for a coast railroad, and reports 
favorably thereon. The Gayiota Pass, 
which cuts the Santa Ynez rangea 
short-distance this side of Point Con- 
cepcion, Mr. Latta regards as a mere 
bagatelle, but the coast in this direc- 
tion from that pass he thinks formid- 
able on account of the numerous _bar- 
that occur. There is 
something in this objection, 
but the obstacles by 
no means insurmountable; they 
simply make the road more _ ex- 
pensive to build, and would be regard- 
ed as trifles by experienced railroad 
builders. Mr. Latta expressed the 
opinion that the most serious diffi- 
culties in the way of. a coast railroad 
are to be found in the bluff shores at 
the Rincon, some fifteen miles to the 
westward of San Buenaventura, where 
the road-bed would be liable to be 
washed away by the surf or buried by 
slides from the projecting cliffs. 
There is, it is true, a very short dis- 
tance, not exceeding a mile or two, 
where these difficulties would be en- 
countered, but they could be easily 
overcome, it is believed, by building 
the track on piles at that point. Mr. 
Latta has made himself acquainted 
with the resources of the southern 
counties, and is evidently of the opin- 
ion that a coast road would pay. He 
inclines to the opinion that, when 
built, such road will connect with Los 
Angeles by way of Newhall. The visit 
of these railroad men, and their per- 
sonal examination of the coast railroad 


situation, though informal and unofli- 
cial, cannot fail to prove of ultimate 


good. 


The Santa Barbara Press, in another 
article, quotes from the Trugs’s Ven- 
tura correspondent’s letter punching 
up Los Angeles for not moving more 
actively to secure the trade of the Santa 
Clara valley, and comments at length 
upon the advantages that would accrue 
to both Los Angeles and Ventura coun- 
ties by the construction of a railroad 
connecting the two sections. The 
Press makes the point that in the one 
item of fuel alone, which is high in 
Los Angeles, the saying to this city 
during the last twenty years would 
have paid nearly half the expenses of 
constructing a railroad to the Santa 
Clara Valley, if the road had hauled 
nothing else but firewood. This point 
is elaborated, and some very plausible 
arguments brought to its support. 
The Press then goes on to say: 

With a road from that valley, con- 
necting with the existing overland 
road, the agricultural products of the 
entire valley [of the Santa Clara] can 
now find a market in Arizona, instead 
of being shipped to San Francisco from | 


the ports of San Buenaventura and 
Hueneme.

~ Hon. C. F. MANDERSON, the new Ne- 
braska Senator, says of the liquor law 
of that State: ‘‘ It is the best liquor 
law in the United States. The license 
for cities is $1000 a year, and in small 
towns $500 a year. Before it went 
into effect Omaha had 160 saloons, 
and some of them were pretty bad. 
Now the number has_ been reduced to 
90, a little more than one-half. When 
there were 160 saloons, paying $100 
a year, the revenue they yielded was 
only $16,000; now the 90 under the 
new law yield $90,000 a year. The 
new law is of great benctit to the body 
politic, in that it has cut off all the 
little low doggeries, which were the 
ones that made trouble; and the char- 
acter of the men who keep saloons is 
better. The bond required is $5000, 
and one saloon keeper is not allowed 
to go on the bond of another. We 
feel good over the failure of prohibi- 
tion in Iowa and Kansas, for our high 
license system gives us control of the 
liquor traffic and lessens many of the 
evils.” 


THE preliminary step in the estab- 
lishment of a trans-continental line 
from New York to Portland, Oregon, 
has just been taken. The President 
of the Wisconsin Central is now in 
New York closing negotiations for the 
sale of that road to the Villard syn- 
dicate. The construction of the North- 
ern Pacific link from Superior City to 
Ashland, Wis., gives the Central en- 
trance to Milwaukee, and another link 
to Chicago will complete a through 
line to New York via the Grand Trunk 
and West shore. It is thought that 
the whole line will be in operation by 
August Ist. 


TueE Los Angeles Board of Trade, 
with a strong membership of enter- 
prising business men, is daily becom- 
ing ® more important commercial 
organization. The peepee A of its 
special meeting, held last night, show 
that the Board is preparing to deal 
with some very practicai questions, of 
vital importance to the interests of Los 
Angeles.

Questionable Practices by Christian 
Churches. 

To the Editor of the Times—Sir: 1 fully 
expected some oue would accuse me of be- 
ing a stranger and advise me to mind my 
own business, when I sent-you my com- 
munication of the 17th, andI have not 
been disappointed. I hardly expected it 
to come, however, from the Christian 
standpoint. I cannot, as a Christian, 
withhold my voice, in aid of my brethren 
in Los Angeles, in commending the gospel 


to the people. I am not astranger. I 
share in the praire or blame that Chris- 
tians receive. My brother, Mr. Chase, 
has a right to demand help from me if he 
is working in the lines of the gospel. 
Whether he or any of my brethren ask aid 
of meor not, Iam bonnd to give help all 
the same. It is my duty. It is my life 
to preach Christ. Where I am makes no 
difference tome. Los Angeles is as much 
my home as any place on this continent. 
Every Christian in this place expects me 
to aid in every way I rightly can. This I 
try todo. In doing so here, I have met, 
from those outside of the churches, such 
responses as ace not encouraging for the 
Spiritual imfluence of the chureh. In 
conversing with Christians, I have found 
the prevailing sentiments of many. I am 
happy in saying, to be those of my Jetter 
of the 17th. 

In that letter, be it remembered, Ihave, 
simply as a Christian. piote:ted for my- 
self against the methods of raising mon- 
ey for Christian purposes here. 

The amount of mouey raised has noth- 
ing to do with it and is no gauge at all 
of spirituality. The question of the meth- 
ods by which the money is raised is the 
allimportant question, If the churches 
of Los Angeles raised $500,000 by wrong 
and uuscriptural methods. where is either 
the good done, or the proof of spirituality? 

But there must surely be some mistake 
about the 3100.000. Take the present 
value of all the church property, old and 
new, of Los* Angeles. and I doubt if it 
reaches $125,000. Have there bcen $:0),- 
000 contributed in this city in two vears 
for church purposes? 

As for my statement that we are. as 
Christians, without the blessing of God, it 
was, first, a statement of my own opinion: 
second, the volve of the opinion of niany 
Christians in this town from nearly every 
denomination, the Methodistof Fort strect 
statement reasonably 
true on my supposition that the chnarch was 
adopting methods God could not possibly 
sanction with His blessing,not being sanc- 
tioned by His word. My fourth reason for the 
statement is taken from the numbers at- 
tending the prayer mestings—-the pulse 
That there are good and 
noble Christians here, and hard-working, 
devoted ministers, I well know; and yet I 
hold to my opinion of the lack of spiri’- 
wality, and consequently of the blessing 
of God. Churehes may be fine. Money 
may be contributed. Churches may be 
crowded, and yet there may bean absence 
of that growing, spiritual life which 
makes the Church of Christa power in the 
community. That unity of feeling 
and singleness of purpose which makes 
true unity, may be absent. 

Before my Master, 1 write not in the 
spirit of faulttinding, for the subject is of 
too great importance. If my brother and 
the brethren of Fort street are satistied 
with the spiritual state of the Church, or 
think that what has been stated is sufti- 
eient proof that tie blessing of God is up- 
on them, itis not my part to find fault 
with that. From many and various 
grounds ] am still of the same opinion as 
expressed in my previous letter, and I am 
know that there are 
both ministers and lavinen and Christian 
women who agree with me, or their words 
belie them. 

Of course, Tam probably liable to suffer 
in the opinion of many for my temerity in 
writing of an unpleasant subject, and 
nothing but a sense of its need has led me 
todo so. Jam contident that there are 
many Christians whose hearts and minds 


.are right on this subject, but they need 


what Miss Willard so aptly calls ‘‘the ar- 
rest of thought”’’on the subject. That is, 
they need to stop and think. In the busy 
rush of life we are so apt to forget even 
the great end and object of our Christian- 
ity. It is ten vears sivee I have had any- 
thing to do with the ehurch life of this 
Christian land, and then I went out from 
this land, from the burning spiritual life 
of Dr. John Yall’s congregation in New 
York. 

‘It does not become me to méntion many 
things in proof of what I haye said. 1 
should be deeply grieved should I leave 
the impression on any mind of personal- 
ity. Nothing is further from my thoughts. 
T have only mentioned what seems to me 
cannot have any sense of persouality.$
